I  have  just  returned  from  the  Aus¬ 
tin  Coin  Club’s  30th  annual  Money 
Mart  where  I  had  a  great  time.  The 
Austin  club  also  hosts  the  semi¬ 
annual  TNA  board  meeting  by  pro¬ 
viding  a  meeting  facility  so  that  we 
can  assemble  roughly  midway  be¬ 
tween  our  annual  conventions.  We 
were  able  to  accomplish  a  great  deal 
of  the  Association's  routine  busi¬ 
ness  and  we  are  moving  forward 
with  our  plans  for  educational  pro¬ 
grams.  In  addition  to  the  board’s 
numerous  actions,  motions  and  dis¬ 
cussion.  we  also  took  time  to  honor 
one  of  TNA’s  senior  statesmen. 
Lyman  Bartee  had  the  foresight  to 
have  his  79th  birth-date  anniver¬ 
sary  on  the  same  day  as  our  board 
meeting.

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ASSISTANT  CASHIER  SIGNATURES 
ON  NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Frank  Clark  •  Carrollton,  Texas 


Large  size  national  bank  notes 
(1863  -  1929)  were  received  by  the 
issuing  bank  from  the  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  ready  for  circulation  with 
the  exception  of  the  signatures  of 
the  President  or  Vice-President  and 
Cashier  of  the  bank.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  national  bank  note  pro¬ 
gram,  written  signatures  on  notes 
were  necessary.  The  Treasury  De¬ 
partment  did  not  authorize  any 
change  in  this  respect.  However, 
when  national  bank  note  issues 
were  becoming  quite  large  for  cer¬ 
tain  banks  and  to  possibly  save 
time  for  all  bank  officers,  no  excep¬ 
tion  was  made  to  printed  or 
stamped  signatures  as  distin¬ 
guished  from  written  signatures.  It 
should  be  noted  in  this  connection 
that  all  national  bank  notes  issued 
to  or  received  by  a  bank  were  sub¬ 
ject  to  redemption  whether  or  not 
the  notes  were  signed  by  the  officers 
of  the  bank. 

Whether  written,  printed  or 
stamped,  the  signatures  appearing 
on  the  notes  must  have  been  those 
of  the  President  or  Vice-President 
and  Cashier  of  the  bank.  Neither  an 
acting  President  or  Vice-President, 
nor  an  Assistant  or  acting  Cashier, 
was  authorized  to  sign  national 
bank  notes. 

Even  with  the  above  law  there  are 
national  bank  notes  known  that 
were  signed  by  an  Assistant  Cash¬ 
ier.  It  is  not  known  if  the  banks 
were  ignorant  of  the  law  or  if  the 
banks  would  purposely  disobey  the 
law.  Also,  it  is  not  known  if  the 
Treasury  Department  would  notify 
a  bank  of  its  mistake  or  if  the  bank 
would  be  penalized  in  any  way.  The 


Treasury  Department  would  find 
out  the  signature  discrepancy  when 
the  notes  came  in  for  redemption  or 
when  the  bank  examiner  visited  the 
bank.  Bank  examinations  were 
done  twice  each  year. 

When  an  Assistant  Cashier 
would  sign  a  note,  he  would  write 
“Assistant,”  “Asst”  or  possibly 
only  an  “A"  before  the  engraved 
word  “Cashier"  on  the  note.  This  is 
an  exciting  variation  to  look  for 
when  it  comes  to  collecting  national 
bank  notes. 


The  first  note '  pictured  is  a  $5 
national  bank  note  from  the  Third 
Charter  Period  on  The  First  Nation¬ 
al  Bank  of  Sanger,  Texas  Charter 
Number  7886.  The  “  arrow”  points 
to  the  “Asst”  Cashier  signature  of 
E.  B.  Brown.  It  is  handwritten, 
while  the  signature  of  the  President, 
J.  T.  Chambers  is  stamped.  This 
note  dates  from  the  early  to  mid 
1920’s. 


The  second  note  pictured  is  a  $5 
Series  1929  small  size  national 
bank  note  on  the  same  bank.  It  is  a 
Type  II  since  the  charter  number  is 
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listed  four  times  on  the  face  of  the 
note  (7886).  This  means  the  note 
was  issued  between  1933  to  1935. 
The  bank  officers  are  the  same,  but 
E.B.  Brown  has  been  promoted  to 
Cashier.  These  signatures  were 


engraved  on  the  plates  for  the  notes 
by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing.  Therefore  one  will  not  find 
“Assistant''  Cashier  on  any  of  the 
small  size  national  bank  notes.

I  have  only  listed  those  coins  in 
the  Spanish  Colonial  Style  that 
have  been  listed  by  Dr.  Ridell.  There 
is  a  considerable  body  of  evidence 
that  the  manufacture  of  counterfeit 
8  reales  of  the  Republic  continued  in 
England  and  Mexico  using  both  spu¬ 
rious  and  genuine  dies.  The  genuine 
dies  were  apparently  obtained  quite 


legally  and  exported  from  Mexico. 
In  addition,  due  to  the  Mexican 
practice  of  leasing  out  the  branch 
mints,  it  is  highly  probable  that 
light  weight  and  lesser  fineness  8 
reales  were  manufactured  to  order 
for  the  Oriental  trade.  Unfortun¬ 
ately  Dr.  Riddell  did  not  include 
quantities  with  the  dates.

were  important  to  early  U.S.  com¬ 
merce  as  they  established  the  dollar 
as  the  U.S.  currency  standard  unit 
of  measure.  One  problem  with  large 
cents  was  that  the  mint  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  would  close  during  summer 
months  due  to  yellow  fever  out¬ 
breaks  which  would  claim  the  early 
designers  and  cause  production 
shortages. 

In  1857  the  size  was  reduced  to 
save  cost  and  because  use  of  the 
large  cent  was  unfashionable.  The 
Flying  Eagle  cents  were  the  first 
coins  to  not  carry  a  personification 
of  Liberty  and  the  first  to  contain 
nickel.  The  Indian  Head  cent  re¬ 
placed  the  Flying  Eagle  and  in 
1909,  the  first  Lincoln  cents  were 
issued. 

The  future  for  the  cent  in  U.S. 
commerce  appears  to  be  bleak, 
Dennis  said,  as  the  government  has 
been  trying  to  eliminate  it.  The 
problem  with  the  elimination  of  the 
cent,  is  that  a  40%  profit  is  made 
with  each  coin  minted  and  it  would 
be  a  concession  to  inflationary 
pressures.

MATT  ROTHERT  DIES 


Matthew  H  Rothert  Sr.,  85,  who 
was  responsible  for  the  inclusion  of 
the  motto  “In  God  We  Trust”  on  all 
U.S.  paper  money,  died  September 
18.  He  died  after  a  lengthy  illness  in 
Camden,  Arkansas,  his  home  since 
1929. 

An  avid  currency  collector  for  40 
years,  Rothert  also  was  active  in  his 
church,  where  one  Sunday  he  no¬ 
ticed  that  while  coins  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  plate  carried  the  motto,  “In 
God  We  Trust,"  the  paper  money  did 
not.  He  thought  that  since  U.  S. 
paper  money  had  wider  circulation 
abroad  than  U.S.  coins,  the  inscrip¬ 


tion  on  the  coins  should  also  appear 
on  the  nation’s  paper  currency. 

After  proposing  the  idea  in  1953 
to  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  George 
W.  Humphrey,  Rothert  worked  with 
senators  and  representatives  until 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
signed  the  law  in  1955  requiring  the 
motto  to  appear  on  all  U.S.  curren¬ 
cy.  Two  years  passed  before  the  first 
U.S.  paper  money  carrying  the  in 
scription  was  placed  into  circula¬ 
tion. 

Rothert  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Janet;  two  daughters;  and  two  sons. 
A  memorial  service  was  held  Sep¬ 
tember  22.

Dr.  I.  Ronald  Sonenthal,  80,  passed 
away  September  27  Dr  Sonenthal,  a 
native  of  New  York,  was  active  in  the 
medical  profession  in  Houston  since

tember  29. 


NUMISMATIC  TID  BITS 


Arrows  appearing  on  either  side 
of  the  date  on  certain  U.S.  coins 
were  placed  on  the  silver  half  dimes, 
dimes,  quarters  and  halves  to  indi¬ 
cate  a  change  in  weight  in  1853.  The 
arrows  were  retained  in  1854  and 
1855  and  dropped  in  1856,  even 
though  the  silver  content  of  the 
coins  remained  unchanged  until 
1873.  In  1873  the  arrows  again 
made  their  appearance,  this  time  to 
indicate  an  increase  in  weight. 
After  1873  there  was  no  change 
made  in  the  silver  content  of  the 
dime,  quarter  and  half  until  1965. 

Broken  bank  notes  originated 
when  many  of  the  state  banks 
which  were  in  existence  before  the 
passage  of  the  National  Banking 
Act  of  1863  became  insolvent  — 
they  went  “broke”  and  their  notes 
became  worthless. 

William  Barber,  chief  engraver  at 
the  U.S.  mint  from  1869  to  1879, 
was  born  in  London,  England.  He 
immigrated  to  America  and  found 
employment  engraving  dies  for 
ornamental  embossing. 


In  celebration  of  the  centennial  of 
its  nationhood,  Canada  in  1967 
issued  a  full  set  of  circulation-issue 
coins  bearing  distinctive  designs 
which  recalled  the  formation  on 
July  1,  1867,  of  a  confederation  uni¬ 
ting  the  government  of  Upper  Can¬ 
ada,  Lower  Canada,  Nova  Scotia 
and  New  Brunswick.  The  six  spe¬ 
cial  designs  represented  a  zoo  of 
distinctively  Canadian  animal  life 
in  combination  w'ith  the  commem¬ 
orative  legend. 

The  Roosevelt  dime  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  1946  and  continues  to  date 
Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  was  the  3'2nd 
president  of  the  U.S.  He  was  born  in 
1882. 

An  electrotype  is  a  facsimile  of  a 
coin  produced  by  the  electrolytic 
method.  A  wax  mold  of  the  original 
is  suspended  in  a  plating  bath  until 
a  thin  shell  of  metal  is  formed.  This 
shell  is  then  backed  with  a  base 
metal  (usually  type-metal)  and  the 
obverse  and  reverse  are  joined  to 
form  the  replica.  Electrotypes  exist 
of  nearly  all  rare  coins.

Effective,  May  25,  1989,  TNA  is  now 
recognized  by  I.R.S.  as  a  501  (c)(3)  organization.

Bequests, 
legacies,  devises,  transfers,  or  gifts  to  you  or  for 
your  use  are  deductible  for  Federal  estate  and 
gift  tax  purposes  if  they  meet  the  applicable 
provisions  of  Code  sections  2055,  2106  and 
2522.” 

Generally,  this  means  any  donations  made  to 
TNA  by  individuals  or  estates  are  allowable 
deductions  by  those  individuals  or  estates.  This 
recognition  of  TNA  by  I.R.S.  can,  over  the 
years,  mean  much  to  our  organization.
